December 18-19. jot4 was n night of 
tragedy In the British army. Forgotten 
now- Uurh.nl In th* s-m’tn of rc'lraen* 
ul records. It wa* only a rtemonstrs 
tluti— *f what of whom, of how much 
or of how llttlo that Med be no in 
qulry here. 

Less than a week later, the first 
Christmas inonilug of the war dawned 
After weeks of rain and mud It broke 
keen and dear with white frost poWitsr 
Ing everything, writes Captain \Vllfrld 
Ewart. In the Dsretubet Harper's. The 
flat Flander's landscape was strangely 
silent and still. No guns fired and few 
rifles. Birds, usually so rnre In win 
ter trendies, appeared tsi uumbers as 
many as fifty sparrows being fit I 
around a ilugout. 

At 8:30 a. in a British officer, look¬ 
ing over his paraix’t saw four unarmed 
Herman* leave their trenches which at 
this point were *<*m* mo to #no pace* 
distant.
